If 
there were only some way, we 
say, to make them feel that we 
are standing behind them in 
spirit at least! 

And yet we have just such

The poultrymen can do much 
to improve the eggs by keeping 
his flocks in clean well cared for 
houses and by employing sanit¬ 
ary methods of feeding. Also 
very prompt and proper care of 
eggs from th e time they are 
laid till they reach the market 
is « very important feature 

If the producer will carefully 
consider the following factors 
concerning egg quality it will 
repay him many times over. 

1. Management 

Layers at all times must be 

confined to the laying house. 

Flocks allowed free range 
produce off-colored yolks and 
poor flavoured eggs. 

THESE EGGS MUST BE 
GRADED B. 

Where you insist your layers 
must have sun, set them free 
about iwo o’clock p.m. but not 
until they have been well fed 
and finished laying for the day. 

In this way they will not range 
so far and will still get plenty 
of sun and they will not pick 
up the sort of food they would 
if turned out early in the mom 
ing while very hutagry. How¬ 
ever it has been proven that 
it is better not to allow your 
flock free range other than a 
small run. Provide clean well 
littered floors for them and see 
that the floor is dry at all 
times.

Remove adl male birds pro¬ 
mptly after breeding season.

DR. SEAGER WHEELER 
Rosthem, Sask.—"The World’* 
Champion Wheat Grower”

Born in England, the ‘‘Wheat Wizard of 
Saskatchewan” spent his early years as a 
clerk in the Old Country. In 1888 he 
emigrated to Canada, and homesteaded 
north of Saskatoon where he learned the 
elements of farming. In 1900 he was 
attracted to the Rosthern district where 
he purchased, for less than one thousand 
dollars, the 160 acre farm on which the 
celebrated experiments which made his 
name a household word in Western 
Canada were carried out. 

One of hia initial achievement! was 
producing 40 bushels of wheat to the 
acre on three inches of rainfall. 

In 1911 he scored one of his greatest 
successes when, with a bushel of Marquis 
wheat, he won the ‘‘world’s champion¬ 
ship” at the New York land show, and 
was awarded the prize of $1,000 offered 
by Sir Thomas Shaughnessy. In 1914 
and 1915 he won similar honors, and 
earned for himself the appellation - - 
“The World’s Champion Wheat Grower”. 

For his services to Canadian agricul¬ 
ture, Seager Wheeler was honored in 
1918 by a doctor of laws degree conferred 
by Queen’s University.

Dr. Wheeler says: 

“If Canadians were asked to give money to help to 
win the war we would not be asked to make a big 
sacrifice. Some are giving their lives. We are asked 
to lend money. I am sure that farmers throughout 
Canada will be glad to lend money to their country, 
for like all other Canadians, they know we must do 
all we can to help.
